The Bradshaw Ranger District has received Plans of Operations for two 
exploration projects to be conducted on the Forest. The legal 
description for the first proposal is Sections 29 and 30, Township 10 
North, Range 1 West. For the second proposal, Section 26, Township 12 
1/2 North, Range 1 West. The general areas are shown on the attached map. 

The first proposal calls for four sample trenches to be excavated for 
collecting samples. Reclamation would be ongoing; trenches will be 
backfilled with the excavated material follmving sampling. Sample 
material would be evaluated off site. Reclamation would also include 
spreading salvaged topsoil and revegetating the site. As part of the 
approval, the operator would be required to post a reclamation bond 
sufficient for rehabilitation of the site. 

The second proposal involves similar trench sampling. Unlike proposal 
no. 1, where sampling is to take place on hillsides, this project 
involves sampling in a drainage bottom. Sample trenches are proposed for 
an area no larger then 50' x 100' in size. Sample material would be 
processed on site, using a portable placer washer. No chemicals will be 
used. Reclamation would be similar to that mentioned in the first 
proposal along with the required bonding for reclamation. 

Initial concerns identified with the projects are protection of water 
quality. Minimizing impacts on vegetation and wildlife has also been 
identified as a concern. A cultural resource inventory will be completed 
prior to any disturbance.
